The singular, and, indeed, unprecedented state of financial 
affairs, which now prevails in the United States, must be viewed 
with deep interest and anxiety by the commercial and manufactu- 
ring classes of this country, At no previous time have the engage- 
ments existing between the two countries ever attained such pro- 
digious magnitude and importance; and, consequently, our own 
interests been so completely interwoven with those of our trans- 
Atlantic brethren, as at the present, when, unhappily, bankruptcy 
and ruin appear to be laying prostrate the energies of that great 
commercial community. 

The universal suspension of cash payments by the American 
banks, forms a new and important feature in the relations of the 
two countries—and one, the full consequences of which it is at 
present difficult, perhaps impossible, to foresee. Without, there- 
fore, attempting to speculate on asubject so hopeless and involved, 
there is one conclusion, which appears to us to be obvious, and 
even, in some degree, satisfactory: that the event to which we have 
alluded forms a crisis, and, in all probability, the worst and most 
trying, of the present extraordinary state of commercial affairs. 

We have now for many months being going on from bad to 
worse—every effort appears to have been made, both here and in 
America, to avert the coming storm, yet we have almost simul- 
taneously experienced the results which were most to be deprecated 
—in this country the eventual failure of some of the great Ameri- 
can houses, after having for some time been upheld by the Bank 
—in America the universal suspension of specie payments. Both 
these events, however, have come upon us gradually; for both, 
the public mind has, fortunately, been well prepared by pre- 
vious circumstances ; and for this reason we hope, and the course 
of events appears so far to justify our expectation, that they will 
not be attended with evils of that frightful magnitude, which cer- 
tainly would have followed in their train, had they come upon us 
without so full and unequivocal a preparation as that which has 


been afforded. 
Further intelligence from America must now be looked for with 


redoubled anxiety. We have yet to learn the full effects of one of the 
most important financial measures that has ever been carried into 
execution—we have yet to learn how far the existing distress is caused 
by actual insolvency, and how far by the mere temporary pressure, 
arising from the present posture of affairs. It remains to be seen 
how far the Executive may be induced to retrace that ruinous line of 
policy, which is pretty generally admitted to have been, at least 
one cause, of the present embarrassment—while the conduct of the 
great mass of the labouring population, under the new and trying 
circumstances which now so seriously affect their condition, is also 
a problem which time can alone resolve. 

That the issue of this strange and most unfortunate state of 
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our opinion at the time of the announced failure of the success of 
the “ Union Gold Mines,” that an improved mode, or one perfect 
in itself, so far as improvements then had taken place, would, 
doubtless have yielded profitable returns; and we sincerely trust, 
that the present discovery will be found applicable to the ores of 
America, which, however, are, if we mistake not, of a different cha- 
racter to those of the Russian possessions. 

We have here, then, an additional evidence of the affinity and 
importance of science being combined with practice—of the asso- 
ciation and the advantages derived from the application of che- 
mistry to the operations of the miner; and hence further proof of 
the advantages which may be fairly calculated upon from the esta- 
blishment of a ‘‘ School of Mines.” The progressive advancement 
making by our continental neighbours—the perfection, in many 
instances, to which they have carried their several mining establish- 
ments, when compared with our own, and the scientific attainments 
of the practical miner as frequently developed im the extracts from 
*“« Foreign Works,” which from time to time appear in our Supple- 
ments, require this; and we trust that the day is not far distant, when 
we may congratulate the adventurers in mines on this most desirable 
object having been achieved. It is one in which we have ever takena 
lively interest, convinced, as we are, of its ifmportance at a period 
like the present, when science is making such gigantic strides to 
the advantage of our continental neighbours, while we remain 
in a state of comparative insensibility to the advantages which 
must accrue from an establishment of this nature. ‘This, however, 
there is no difficulty in prophesying, cannot last long.

RIO DOCE COMPANY. 
TO THE BDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL, 

Sin,—It is an important consideration to the public, when an insidi- 
ous attack is made upon a public company, that the assailer should be 
known to have a character, and that the statements he sets forth to its 
prejudice, should, by his reasoning, be proved and founded on facts. 
Your correspondent, ‘‘ Investigator,’” has been pleased to insinuate, that 
the prospects of the Rio Doce Company, are not’ such as set forth at 
the last meeting of the proprietors. 

The tenor of ‘' Investigator’s’’ observations is such, as. at once 
marks out to me the writer as totally ignorant, not only of the prospects 
of the company, but actually of the situations in which its important 

tions are to be b ht into action. Knowing, I believe, the indi- 
vidual, and his disinterested motives, I will give him a few remarks in 
reply, which may induce him to throw off his mask, and come forward 
to substantiate his assertions. 

First: ‘‘ Investigator’ is unacquainted with the celebrated works of 
Colonel Baron von Eschivege, of Monsieur de St. Hilaire, and of Dr, 
Ackermann, and of many others, who have described the river in ques- 
tion; neither does he seem to be acquainted with the reports of the en- 
gineers which, at various periods, have been deputed by the Brazilian 

vernment, tomake a survey of the river; nor of those made by the en- 
gineers (English) sent there by the Rio Doce Company ; if he had been, 
he would not have made the ignorant and barefaced statement he has 
made, nor would he have compared the river with the Nile. 

“ Investigator ’’ affects to be distracted by the difficulties in laying 
down in mud, wooden railroads—when nothing is more clear than that the 
use of wooden railroads is contemplated only over a few short distances 
on the sides of the waterfalls, which being occasioned only by rock, their 
surrounding strata are the same. 

“ Investigator’’ is perfectly right, when he says as much as, that 
where large trees stand there is no room for small ones ; and that when 
the nearest trees are consumed, the more remote ones must be resorted 
to. Had “Investigator ’’ found in Brazil, hock, champaigne, and caviar, 
would he have sent for themto Germany, France and Russia? or would he 
have sent to Gibraltar for Mocha coffee, had his refined palate been able 
to distinguish equal virtues in the berry of Brazil ? 

We know, that to an epicure, the greater the distance the various 
luxuries are collected from to form a bonne bouche, the more they are ap- 
preciated by him, without respect to its cost—particularly if that is not 
defrayed by him. 

Different are the modes of almost purposely squandering the money of 
others, and that of saving and increasing what is one’s own. If, after 
many years, timber shall become remote from the first established 
saw-works, forsooth, in that case, these saw-works are not immutably 
fixed against the spots where they were first located, and if of twenty 
other situations lower down the river, abounding in timber and water- 
power, none should be thought desirable, steam-power may be substituted 
for water-power ; and, ‘Investigator ’’ must acknowledge, that it would 
not be much more difficult to remove a saw-mill from one spot to 
another, nor perhaps so expensive, as an ambulating kitchen, bakehouse, 
and wine-cellar, have been to some companies in Brazil. Had ‘ Investigator’ 
picked his mines on the banks of the Rio Doce, he would there have got 
his beams and axles very cheap indeed, and not unlikely for 1/., what on 
the towering height of Cata Branca, in Cocaes, and Bento Rodriquez would, 
in many instances, have cost him 30/. 

On the subject of cheap, abundant, and effective labour to be found 
amongst the natives of the Rio Doce, he had only to consult the authority 
from the reports of Messrs. Halfeld, provincial engineer, of Minas 
Geraes; Alincourt, [that of Espérito Santo; Messrs. Rye and Achille, 
Lenoir ; and of that honourable and excellent man Colone! Marliére, who 
resides amongst the natives of the Rio Doce, only a small distance from 
the river, these seventeen years. 

Surely each one of the above gentlemen have seen more /abour per- 
formed under their direetion in a month, than your “ Investigator’’ 
would have seen in ten years, had he remained iv Brazil. 

All rivers, whose banks are closely overgrown with wood, have some 
overflowing districts, which disappear in the ratio as cultivation round 
them extends, 

The immense advantage which Minas Geraes will draw from this 
enterprize, by its direct communication with the séa alone, is the reason 
for the liberality of the Imperial Government ; and if ‘‘ Investigator,’”’ in 
an opposition scheme, concocted by him with no‘other view than that of 
gulling the public once more, has not met with the same liberality, let 
him be satisfied ‘here were: reasons for it, and that charlatanism and 
imposture are easily distinguished, whether in Brazil, England, Spain, 
Tyrol, or Hungary ! 

We hope the conscientious (were it, alas! penitent/y conscientious) mind 
of “ Investigator ’’ will not forget that years have been spent by men of 
profession and labour in investigations—the truth of which he now pre- 
tends to question—and that, during that period, they have been able to 
fom epinions upon data, which cannot be shaken by the false and feeble 
attacks of an anonymous writer, such as ‘“ Investigator, ’’ who has never 
wetted hand or foot in the waters of the river Doce. 

Should Mr. ‘‘Investigator’’ have a disposition to enter in propria 

persona into a public discussion, he shail be fairly met by him, whom you 
Mr. Editor, by the inclosed card, know for once to have assumed the 
name of CastGartor.

My Dear Sir,—The content of “ Investigator’s’’ letter is such mere 
‘* twaddle,’’ that I should never have thought of otcupying the time ‘of the 
directors with comment, were it not for your official request. If you exa- 
mine the marginal notes on my map of the Doce, you will assuredly find some 
few parts in which the floods probably cover a considerable ¢xtetit of low 
land, although the frontage to the river is narrow, and in such parts miasma 
are, doubtless, not unfrequent ; but it is quite certain, that at those parts, 
and for maty miles cn either side of them, the river flows quietly, and with- 
out obstruction to our navigation—so that no works are there called for. It 
would be the height of folly to select such spots for settlement, while so wide 
a choice of admirable and most healthy localities, of very much greater ex- 
tent, is at our command. If a river is not to be traversed because: of its 
passing through narrow districts where miasma are not unfrequent, then pray 
let the Thames be interdicted, for it 1s bounded by the hotorious!y aguish flats 
of Essex. 

At those spots on the Doce, where our traffic must submit to tranship- 
ment (at least for the first few years of our operations), the river forces it- 
self, in a rapid course, through chaius of mountains, and the attendant facts 
are as contrary as possible to the imaginations which ‘* Investigator”? has 
chosen to publish. All our roads must of necessity, from the nature of the 
lochlities, be out of reach of the highest rise of the river: and on your refer- 
ing to my correspondence fror the Brazils, you will find that I particularly 
dwell on the ‘ great facilities for establishing wooden railroads.”’ 

In my original notes, taken on the spot, I find not only the banks of the 
river, but also most of the islands, *‘ covered with magnificent timber to the 
water’s edge ;’’ and very frequently with the addition of ‘‘ hill steep to the 
water ’’—a circumstance which is most favourable to bringing off the timber 
in the manner described in my official letter to yourself, which was printed 
with the estimates, and presented, by the directors, to the shareholders at 
the last general mecting (please see report, p..11, art. vi).
